REPORT OF THE BOARD 


BOARD OF GRAIN COMMISSIONERS FOR CANADA

Sir, —We beg to submit herewith the Annual Report of the Board of Grain 
Commissioners for Canada for the Year 1948, in compliance with Section Twenty- 
three of The Canada Grain Act, 1930. 


General Conditions 

With large areas suffering from flood conditions in the Spring and a long 
dry spell in June and July, prospects for the 1948 crop were not promising but 
good rains in late July and August improved conditions materially and produc¬ 
tion in all grains showed substantial increases over 1947. Slightly less acreage 
was seeded to wheat but barley showed a reduction of nearly one million acres. 
These reductions were offset by a slight increase in oats and substantial increases 
in the acreages sown to rye and flaxseed, resulting in production increases of 
92 per cent and 43 per cent respectively. Excellent weather conditions during 
the harvesting season gave very much higher quality in all grains than the 
previous year.

At July 31, 1948 the total cany-over of wheat, oats, barley, rye and flax¬ 
seed in Canada amounted to 161,258,034 bushels as compared with 187,727,104 
bushels the year before. 

Lakehead shipments by vessel during the 1948 season of navigation 
amounted to 219-8 million bushels for the five principal grains, a decrease of 
36-6 millions from the 1947 season. At December 31, 1948 33-8 million bushels 
of grain was in store at the Lakehead as compared with 24 • 6 millions the previous 
year. 

Pacific Coast overseas shipments for the crop year ended 31st July, 1948 
were 36-4 million bushels compared with 62-2 millions in the previous crop 
year. During the first five months of the current crop year shipments were 11-2 
million bushels compared with 8-4 millions in the same period last year. Stocks 
at December 31, 1948 were 6,874,489 bushels, all grains. 

Churchill shipments during the 1948 shipping season totalled 5,314,342 
bushels of wheat, an increase of 338,589 bushels over the seasonal record estab¬ 
lished in 1947. At December 31, 1948 only 100,431 bushels remained in store 
at this port.

COMPLAINTS FROM UNITED KINGDOM

As a result of representations from the Imported Cereals Division of th u 
United Kingdom Ministry of Food regarding variation in the quality of shij 
ments of Canadian wheat of the 1947 crop, the Chief Commissioner and ti)u 
Secretary proceeded to the United Kingdom in May, 1948. li< 

In a period of three weeks meetings were held with officials of the Imported 
Cereals Division and handlers and millers of Canadian wheat, in Londor 1 '' 
Bristol, Hull, Liverpool, Glasgow, Leith and Edinburgh.

The complaints made by the United Kingdom officials were made in goo 
faith but were traceable largely to lack of information regarding the qualit 
and quantity of Canadian crops in different years. 


Arrangements have now been made to keep the United Kingdom officiaoe 
and handlers regularly supplied with information regarding Canadian cropip 
It is considered that regular direct personal contact of the Board with opf 
customers in the United Kingdom is highly desirable.

The problem of degrading Red Bobs was discussed by the Board with tl u 
Dominion Cerealist, the Provincial Departments of Agriculture and Farm{ a 
Organizations. Public meetings were also held in Edmonton and Calgary 
Alberta being the only Province where Red Bobs is grown to any extent. 


On December 2, 1948, the Board issued notice that on and after Augu: 
1, 1951 Red Spring Wheat of the Red Bobs variety will not be graded high 
than No. 3 Manitoba Northern. 


REGULATIONS OF THE BOARD 


Effective August 1, 1948 new Regulations Nos. 20, 21 and 22, Maximui 
Tariffs of Charges—Eastern, Country and Terminal Elevators, were made 1 
the Board to replace regulations bearing the same numbers made by the Boai 
on October 31, 1947. 

List of the regulations now in effect is attached as an Appendix to th 
report. 


STORAGE OF GRAIN-COUNTRY ELEVATORS

With an unusual spell of continued good weather throughout the thrt 
Prairie provinces during the harvesting season, country elevator space w: 
at a premium early in the season. With the limited number of railway cai 
available it was not possible to keep sufficient space in the elevators to perm 
producers to deliver all their grain as it was threshed. Representations wei 
made to the Board that authority be granted for licensees to store grain i 
special annexes which were not elevator premises within the meaning of T1 
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Canada Grain Act. While special authority was granted to cover this practice 
luring the War under the War Measures Act, the Board now has no power to 
thiuthorize the use of any such premises. 

hi; Some licensees of country elevators discharged grain from their elevators 
tlr>n the ground adjacent to the elevators and, in one case, onto the ground some 
listance from the elevator. Licensees were informed that this was a breach of 
r t e ;he provisions of Section 103 of The Canada Grain Act. Proceedings in the 
j 0I ;ivil courts have been instituted against one licensee who continued to discharge 
;rain from a country elevator in this manner after this warning.

Jit OVERAGES—COUNTRY ELEVATORS 

Due to the fact that during the crop year 1946-47 excessive overages had 
liabeen accumulated at 682 country elevators out of a total of 5,372 elevators 
opr>perated, and that 3,724 elevators had accumulated overages up to one half 
opf one per cent of the total grain handled, the Board reduced the allowance for 
nvisible loss and shrinkage at country elevators, effective August 1, 1948, by 
me half on all straight grade grain except flax, and by one quarter on all tough 
;rain except flax. The allowance on damp, grain, except flax, was not changed 
rnt the allowance on all flax was doubled.

» re At the annual public meetings held by the Board in June and July, 1948 to 
aear representations regarding the maximum tariff of charges to be fixed by the 
Board for the crop year commencing August 1, 1948, submissions were made 
lc py all the grain-handling interests for further increases in the charges for hand¬ 
ling and storing grain at the diffei'ent classes of elevators. These applications 
ie Were based on continued increased costs of operation. 

After considering the various submissions, as well as further information 
^submitted by the different interests at the request of the Board, the maximum 
m tariff of charges at the different classes of elevators for the crop year commencing 
ar August 1, 1948 were increased by the Board as follows:

LAKE FREIGHT RATES 

Before the opening of the 1948 season of navigation the various shipping 
interests made application to the Board for a revision in the maximum rates 
for carrying grain by lake and river navigation from Fort William and Port 
Arthur. 

After discussions with the various interests concerned the Board, on April 
24, 1948, issued Order No. 16 rescinding the maximum rates in effect and autho¬ 
rizing increased rates as follows:

The former rate for wheat and rye to Georgian Bay Ports, Goderich, 
Sarnia and Walkerville of Four Cents per bushel remained unchanged by this 
rnier but maximum rates for barley and oats for these ports were provided. 

On further application by the Dominion Marine Association for increased 
rates to the Bay Ports, the Board issued Order No. 17 on October 1, 1948 in- 
ireasing the rates for all grains to those ports by one-half cent (lc.) per bushel. 

Further representations were made to the Board by various shipping 
nterests to show that certain inequalities still existed under the new maximum 
•ates as set, and after reviewing this matter the Board issued Order No. 18 on 
Dctober 13, 1948, increasing the maximum rates for all grain at other than Bay

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Audit of Stocks—Terminal and Eastern Elevators 

In accordance with the provisions of Sections 138 and 138 (a) of The Canad 
Grain Act, the grain contained in every terminal and eastern elevator wa, 
weighed over by the Board’s Weighing Branch during the crop year ender' 
July 31, 1948. 

At two semi-public terminal elevators, one at Fort William, Ontario an< 
one at Vancouver, British Columbia, it appeared that the handling of grain ii 
such elevators had resulted in the transfer of grain from a lower to a higher non 
mixing grade. The value of the excesses disclosed, in the amounts of $7.66 anti 
$16.14 respectively, were paid to the Board by the licensees. o:

assistant commissioners $: 

As the services of Assistant Grain Commissioners have not been availably, 
during the greater part of the year in the Provinces of Manitoba and Saskaf^ 
chewan, the Board was unable to maintain the direct contact with producer 
and country elevator operators that is so desirable for the proper administratioi 
of The Canada Grain Act. 

In Alberta, in addition to investigating five complaints, the Assistant Grai 
Commissioner visited 303 country points and inspected 869 country elevators.

CANADIAN GOVERNMENT ELEVATORS tl 

The facilities of the Canadian Government Elevators at Calgary an^ 
Edmonton have continued to be in fair demand. During the crop year endei 
July 31, 1948, 5,317,403 bushels of grain was received at these two elevator 
compared with 3,499,344 bushels in the previous crop year. 

At the Moose Jaw, Saskatoon and Lethbridge elevators, with total storage 
capacity of 12,250,000 bushels, the receipts only totalled 1,128,660 bushels 0 
During the current crop year, however, 61,000,000 pounds of rapeseed ha^ 
been received at the Moose Jaw and Saskatoon elevators. t< 

No grain was received at the Prince Rupert Elevator. 

Total receipts at all elevators during the crop year 1947-48 amounted tsi 
6,446,063 bushels compared with 4,046,732 bushels in the previous crop yeanl 
At December 31, 1948 total stocks in store in all elevators were 1,784,056 bushelti 
of wheat, oats, barley and flax and 33,505,195 pounds of rapeseed. 

While total earnings for the fiscal year ended March 31, 1948 were $34,481.11 
above the earnings of the previous fiscal year, the net result of all operationC 
was a deficit of $131,282.90 as compared with the deficit of $117,966.20 in tha 
previous year. This was occasioned by increased cost of labour and supplies, h 

McCabe Grain Company Limited continue to operate the Port Arthu? 
Elevator under lease for a period of five years ending August 1, 1949. On Julh 
16, 1948 McCabe Grain Company exercised its option under the lease to request 
a renewal lease for a further period of five years from August 1, 1949 under tht 
same terms and conditions as the present lease. 

The dust-control system installed in the Edmonton Elevator is now iJj? 
operation but the installation in the Port Arthur Elevator is only 98 per ceiu 
complete owing to difficulties in obtaining certain items of electrical equipment 
Progress is being made at the Port Arthur Elevator in carrying out the recommenp 
dations of the Ontario Department of Labour re fire prevention. a

Committees on Grain Standards for the crop year 1948-49 were constitute! 
by the Board in accordance with the provisions of Section 25 of The Canad; 
Grain Act, 1930. The Western Committee was convened in Winnipeg on Octobe^ 
14, 1948 and the Eastern Committee at Toronto on November 16, 1948. 
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WHEAT BONUS 

Outstanding wheat bonus certificates in the amount of $16.95 were re¬ 
deemed during the past year. Outstanding certificates still remain in the amount 
of $7,755.28 as at December 31, 1948. 

PRAIRIE FARM ASSISTANCE ACT

tance Act, 1939, the Board collected one per cent (1%) of the purchase price 
of grain marketed in the three Western Provinces. This, during the crop year 
ended July 31, 1948, amounted to $5,116,329.42, making total collections of 
$33,026,377.73 since the inception of this scheme on August 1, 1939.

In accordance with the provisions of subsection 2 of Section 3 of The Canada 
SGrain Act, Commissioner Charles McGill Hamilton retired on superannuation 
Ifon January 17, 1948 on attaining the age of seventy years. Mr. John Yallance, 
ia Assistant Grain Commissioner for Saskatchewan, was appointed Commissioner 
to succeed Mr. Hamilton. 

Mr. Thomas James Harrison, Assistant Grain Commissioner for Manitoba 
tsince October 12, 1929, retired on superannuation on September 1, 1948. 
uAppointments have not yet been made to fill the two vacant positions of Assis¬ 
tant Commissioner for Manitoba and Saskatchewan. 

Mr. William Closs, M.B.E., Grain Inspector in charge at the Head of the 
ILakes, died suddenly on February 18, 1948 at the age of sixty-one years. Mr. 
nCloss, had been in the service of the Board since September 19, 1905 and was 
happointed Inspector in Charge at the Head of the Lakes on January 7, 1931. 
Mr. Closs who had applied to retire on April 1, 1948 was appointed a Member 
u of the Civil Division of the Most Excellent Order of the British Empire in 1946 
jin recognition of his outstanding work which contributed so largely to the repu¬ 
diation of the Canadian grain inspection and grading system in importing coun¬ 
tries throughout the world. 

Mr. James Reginald Munro, Grain Inspector, Grade 4, Fort William, who 
jihas been in the service of the Board since October 9, 1905, was promoted to 
^Inspector in Charge vice Mr. Closs. 

at Mr. Felix Sherratt Ludlam, Chief Grain Inspector since May 4, 1941, 
■nproceeded on six months’ retiring leave on September 1, 1948 on attaining the 
age of sixty-three years, prior to retirement on superannuation on March 1, 
1949. Mr. Ludlam has a record of over forty-one years’ service with the Board’s 
Grain Inspection Branch during which time he built up an enviable reputation 
e( as a public servant. 

( j, Mr. Arthur Frederick Dollery, Assistant Chief Grain Inspector since 
^August 7, 1941, who has been on the staff of the Board since September 1, 1911, 
has been promoted to the position of Chief Grain Inspector vice Mr. Ludlam. 
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Mr. Henry George White, Grain Inspector, Grade 3, retired on superai 
nuation on April 26, 1948 on attaining the age of sixty-five years, after mor 
than forty-one years’ efficient service on the staff of the Board’s Inspectioi 
Branch. 


EXPENDITURE AND REVENUE 

Total expenditure for the fiscal year 1947-48, exclusive of the Canadiai 
Government Elevators, was $2,061,040.17, compared with $1,950,553.07 for th 
previous fiscal year, an increase of $110,487.10, mainly attributable to increase 
salary rates.

Total expenditure for the first nine months of the current fiscal year i 
$120,777.07 more than in the corresponding period in the previous fiscal year 
while the revenue for the same period is $183,166.56 less than for the previou^ 
fiscal year.

Dear Sir —I beg to submit the following report for the Statistics Branch 
of the Board for the Crop Year 1947-48. 

The 1948 Canadian Wheat crop has been estimated at 393-3 million bushels 
and the 1947 wheat harvest outturn for all Canada revised by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics to 336-8 million bushels. Canadian Wheat production for 
the five crop seasons (1943-1947 inclusive) ranged from a low point of 284.5 
million bushels (1943) to a 416.6 million bushel high yield (1944) and averaged 
354 ■ 0 millions for the five year period. 
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The prairie wheat crop for 1948 totalled 363-0 million bushels 48 ■( 
millions above the 1947 harvest (315-0 millions) and 30-6 million bushelit 
higher than the previous five year average prairie outturn (332-4 millions). 

Canadian coarse grain and flaxseed production for 1948 and 1947 has beeit 
estimated in millions of bushels as follows, with 1947 outturns shown in brackets 
Oats 357-7 (278-7); Barley 154-6 (141-4); Rye 25-4 (13-2) and Flaxseed 17 dt 
(12-2). r 

Old year Canadian wheat stocks of 87-4 million bushels were carried ovei 
into the 1947-48 season. The small 1947 wheat crop of 336-8 million bushel c 
made up greatly reduced available supplies lor the year to 424-2 million bushel/] 
and by the end of the 1947-48 season heavy domestic and export demand ha<y 
worked down this stock pile to a very low reserve carryover of 77-4 millioii 
bushels on farms and in visible position. a 

The July 31 carryover of Canadian coarse grains and flaxseed for 1947 am 
1948 was estimated as follows with 1947 returns shown in brackets: Oats 47,! c 
(69.7); Barley 31-5 (29-1); Rye -9 (-8) and Flaxseed 3-4 (-8) million bushels, g

Farm Deliveries — 

Western farm wheat deliveries for the 1947-48 crop season amounting to 246 • ‘ 
million bushels were both much smaller in volume than marketings of 1946-4

volume in terms of the year’s harvest as indicated in the following table.

LAKE TRANSPORTATION 

The S.S. “Wahcondah” arrived at the lakehead from its winter storag\ 
berth at Owen Sound on April 19, 1948 to open the season of navigation on th c 
lakes. This date coincided with last year’s navigation opening but was ovfe 
three weeks later than the earliest recorded spring arrival of March 27, 1945. 
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8-( The last outbound grain boat for the season, the S.S. “Sandland”, completed 
lelthe loading of her cargo on December 15, 1948. 

Vessel clearances from the Twin Cities during the 1948 season of navigation 
eeitotalled 219-8 million bushels for the five principal grains compared to lake 
mtshipments last year—256-4 millions, the previous five year normal vessel grain 
7-Traffic—356-03 million bushels and the record lake movement in 1945 of 483-7 
million bushels.

FREIGHT RATES 

The current season of navigation opened with lake freight rates on the

» ^Georgian Bay to Lower St. Lawrence Ports range, reflecting §c to lc per bushel 
,e r ,advances over opening freight charges in 1947. 

Maximum lake freight charges thereafter remained fixed until October 
increases became effective and the rates on wheat cargoes again moved up Jc to 
l|c per bushel. Authorized uniform increases of 2c per bushel in December, 
=1948 offset higher insurance costs.

Wheat cargo rates to Buffalo during June, October and November in 
American vessels ranged from 6-5c (U.S.) to 7-5c (U.S.) per bushel. American 
ragwheat freight rates to Erie during October and November, 1948 were quoted 
that 7c (U.S.), 8c (U.S.) and 8 •5c (U.S.).

During the five previo_ 
years average export clearance of Canadian wheat and wheat flour of 296 
million bushels (in terms of wheat equivalent) was recorded. c 

Only a very limited quantity of Canadian Wheat (133,560 bushels) w, 
marketed in the United States in the current crop year. 

Canadian wheat flour exports amounting to 62-6 million bushels (whe 
equivalent) for 1947-48 reflected a sharp falling off from last year’s retuir 
(79-5 millions) and a slight decline from the 64-3 million bushel five year avera p 
level. T 

Canadian Atlantic Seaboard ports handled about 58 per cent of the tot 
ocean wheat tonnage for the current crop season, while ocean cargoes of CanadiiT 
wheat from United States Atlantic and Canadian Pacific Coast ports accountic 
for about 11 per cent and 27 per cent of the total traffic respectively.

REPORT OF CHIEF GRAIN WEIGHMASTER

Dear Sir, —I have the honour to submit the following report of the Grain 
Weighing Branch of the Board for the crop year, 1947-48. 

In accordance with Sections 91 and 123 of the Act, weighing services were 
supplied at all Public Terminal, Semi-Public Terminal and Private Termina 
Elevators licensed by the Board in the Western Division for the purpose of 
weighing all grain received into and discharged out of these elevators. At ele¬ 
vators operating under a Mill Elevator licence, weighing services were supplied 
as required under Section 99, Part II of the Act. In the Eastern Division weigh¬ 
ing services were supplied on a fee basis at the following points: Midland, Port 
McNicoll, Owen Sound, Goderich, Toronto and Sarnia. Weighing services were 
also available at Montreal. 

The equipment used for receiving, shipping and weighing grain in all ele¬ 
vators licensed by the Board where weighing services have been supplied, has 
been maintained in good condition under the supervision of officers of this 
Branch. 

The inspection of scales in elevators at Port Arthur and Fort William, the 
Canadian Government Interior Elevators, National Harbours Board Elevator, 
Port Churchill and all elevators delivering grain to vessels in deep-sea berths 
at the Pacific Coast were inspected twice during the year—the annual inspection 
as required by the Weights and Measures Act and Regulations 1929, Chapter 212, 
Section 50, and the semi-annual inspection on behalf of the Board to assure 
continued accuracy of these scales. Special inspections were made when it was 
considered necessary and upon request. In the Eastern Division all scales 
situated in Eastern Elevators and licensed as Eastern Elevators by the Board, 
were inspected as required by the Weights and Measures Act. The above 
inspections were made by the Assistant Chief Weighmaster, Mr. W. H. Comba 
and myself, and for which certificates of verification were issued. 

Complaints received on the outturns of cars unloaded into Terminal Elevators 
were thoroughly investigated and when the investigation warranted it, adjust¬ 
ments were made or recommended. There were still legitimate complaints of 
shortages received on the outturns of cars, cause of which is difficult to deter¬ 
mine, but apparently due to cars leaking in transit and theft of grain from cars 
both in transit and in railway yards, in spite of the careful measures taken by 
the railway companies to prevent it. Due to the fact that a considerable number 
of new cars are being used in the carriage of grain and greater care exercised 
in the installation of grain doors, complaints on the outturns of cars have been 
very few, considering the number of cars unloaded into Terminal and Eastern 
Elevators. 

There is attached statement showing the average reported shortage of 
pounds per thousand bushels on the various grain shipments loaded into vessels 
at Fort William and Port Arthur and unloaded at American and Canadian Ports. 
There were 1,075 cargoes loaded during the year. Complaints on the reported 
outturns on some cargoes were received and thoroughly investigated at the 
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loading and unloading elevators (when unloaded at Canadian Ports) and where 
it was discovered that a mishap had occurred at the loading elevator, unloading 
elevator, or upon examination of the vessel sufficient evidence was found that 
grain had leaked into the vessel’s tanks, adjustments were made or recommended. 

Any complaints received on cargoes loaded at Lower St. Lawrence, Atlantic 
and Pacific Coast Ports were thoroughly investigated and reports made to the 
Board with recommendations. 

The annual audits of grain in store in elevators in the Eastern and Western 
Divisions were carried out as required under the Act. The stocks of grain in 
store in Public Terminal, Semi-Public Terminal Elevators and the top four 
grades of wheat in the Private Terminal Elevators licensed by the Board in 
the Western Division were weighed over. In the Eastern Division, elevators 
licensed as Eastern Elevators were also weighed over. There were weighed over 
in the Eastern Division approximately 17,162,843 bushels and in the Western 
Division 17,121,095 bushels. Statements of the correct quantities of various 
grades in store in each of the above elevators mentioned which were weighed 
over, were prepared by this Branch and forwarded to the Board to permit of 
the adjustments of the outstanding warehouse receipts in Public and Semi- 
Public Terminal Elevators and the establishment of overages in Terminal and 
Eastern Elevators, in accordance with the provisions of Sections 138 and 138A 
of the Canada Grain Act. 

There are also attached statements showing the average reported shortage 
of pounds per thousand bushels on vessel shipments from the lakehead to Cana¬ 
dian and American Ports; receipts and shipments at the various points; report 
of cars arriving at destination leaking, not protected by seals, and with defective 
seals; also cars reported leaking and with defective seals in Winnipeg railway 
yards.

Sirs, —I beg to submit the following report of the operations of the Canadian 
Government Elevators for the crop year 1947-48. 

ELEVATORS OPERATED 

The interior terminal elevators at Moose Jaw, Saskatoon, Calgary, Edmon¬ 
ton and Lethbridge were operated during the year as public terminal elevators. 
The elevator at Prince Rupert was licensed as a public terminal, but no grain 
was handled at that point during the year. 

ELEVATOR LEASED 

The terminal elevator at Port Arthur, Ontario, continued to be operated 
by McCabe Grain Co. Ltd., under lease covering a term of five years from 
August 1, 1944. 

TARIFFS OF CHARGES 

The tariff of charges for the handling, storing, cleaning and drying of grain, 
sunflower seed, rapeseed and soybeans was the same as that in effect the previous 
year. 

VOLUME OF GRAIN HANDLED 

There was a substantial increase over the previous year in the amount of 
grain received at all points as shown by the following comparative statement—

In addition to the above there is a considerable movement of rapeseed into 
Moose Jaw and Saskatoon elevators, to be cleaned for export shipment and 
domestic processing. The amount received to November 30, 1948, was over 
61,000,000 pounds and shipments totalled 22,500,000 pounds. 

Shipments of grain during the year amounted to 6,280,642 bushels. Stocks 
of grain in store in all elevators on November 30, 1948, were 1,911,396 bushels. 
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MAINTENANCE OF BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT 

All buildings, equipment and trackage have been maintained as far as 
possible in good condition, but difficulty is still being experienced in obtaining 
electrical equipment which is delaying completion of projected replacements 
and improvements. 

The installation of dust control equipment in the Port Arthur and Edmonton 
elevators, to reduce risks of fire and explosion and improve working conditions, 
is about 90 per cent completed and the stairwell and passenger elevator at 
Port Arthur have been enclosed with fireproof walls with approved fire doors 
at each floor. The installation of four emergency exits at Port Arthur elevator 
has been completed. 

A contract is being negotiated for the installation of a dust control system 
to include the trackshed, workhouse and storage annex basement at the Calgary 
elevator. 

At the Port Arthur elevator 4 receiving leg pits have been repaired and 
relined with concrete to overcome seepage as these pits are below lake level. 
Similar work is proceeding on other pits. Steel columns supporting the trackshed 
roof have been repaired and extensive repairs made to the grain drying plant 
including the steam boilers. 

At Moose Jaw a two-ton motor truck for transporting the staff was pur¬ 
chased to replace the one-ton truck which was found to be quite inadequate 
for the services required. 

At the Edmonton elevator two new needle machines were installed to 
facilitate cleaning of barley for seed purposes. At Lethbridge two new flax 
cleaners were installed. 

At Calgary the spur track connecting the Canadian National lines with 
the elevator trackage was re-laid with 80-85 lb. rail in place of 56 lb. rail. The 
trackage at all elevators has been maintained in good condition. Repairs carried 
out include the installation of 1,868 track ties, 75 switch ties and 4,000 tie 
plates. 

STAFF 

Mr. William J. McMullen, Superintendent of the Calgary elevator, retired 
■ at the age of 67 years on December 16, 1948, after fourteen years of efficient 
service.

Mr. Edwin C. Millar, Superintendent of the Lethbridge elevator, was 
j appointed to succeed Mr. McMullen.

Mr. F. A. Bowell, Electrician and Millwright at the Calgary elevator, 
] retired on January 1, 1948, on account of ill-health. Mr. Bowell had completed 
32 years of meritorious service at Moose Jaw and Calgary elevators. 

It is with regret that we record the death of Mr. William Finlayson, Superin- 
j tendent of the Prince Rupert elevator, which occurred on September 24, 1948, 
r at the age of 51 years. Mr. Finlayson was a most conscientious and competent 
official. 
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FINANCIAL RESULTS OF OPERATIONS 

For the fiscal year ended March 31, 1948, earnings from all sources were 
$289,285.90, an increase of $34,481.18 over the earnings for the previous year. 
The largest increases were in Cleaning, $22,413.12, Elevation, $24,162.46 and 
Sales of Screenings, $10,810.82. Storage earnings showed a decrease of $36,217.89. 

Expenditures amounted to $420,568.80, an increase of $47,797.88 over the 
previous year, due largely to higher costs of labour and supplies. 

The net result was a deficit of $131,282.90, an increase of $13,316.70 over 
the deficit for the previous fiscal year. 

Following the procedure of former years, no provision is made in the 
financial statements for depreciation of plants and equipment, expenditures for 
maintenance of which are included in operating costs.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF CHEMIST 

Winnipeg, Man., 

December, 22, 1948. 

Board of Grain Commissioners, 

Winnipeg, Manitoba. 

Sirs,— I have the honour to submit the following summary report on the 
Grain Research Laboratory for the year 1948. 

Owing to excellent fall weather and the rapidity of the harvest, the numbers 
of samples required for adequate estimation of the quality of the 1948 crops 
were obtained earlier than usual. Accordingly, more reliable information was 
made available to the Western Committee on Grain Standards, and crop bulletins 
and protein maps were distributed in good time. 

The 1948 crop of hard red spring wheat was distinctly higher than the 
1947 crop in bushel weight and flour yield, slightly lower in protein content, but 
equal or superior in gassing power, water absorption, dough-handling qualities, 
and general baking strength. Nos. 1, 2, and 3 Northern differed in bushel weight 
but were about equal in baking strength. Both durum wheat and barley were 
also higher in bushel weight and lower in protein content in 1948 than in 1947. 
Over 70 per cent of the durum crop was excluded from the first two grades 
because farmers continue to grow Pelissier and Golden Ball. The two top 
grades were superior in macaroni-making quality to corresponding grades of the 
1947 crop. Malting barleys were of about the same general malting quality in 
the two years. The flax crop was higher in oil content and iodine value than 
the crop of the previous year. 

The laboratory gave the usual assistance to the Inspection Branch in the 
preparation of tentative export standard samples of hard red spring wheat and 
durum wheats. This work involved many protein determinations on type 
samples of bread wheat, and colour tests on samples of durum wheat. Increases 
in the production of mustard seed and rapeseed necessitated the standardization 
and setting up of auxiliary electric meter tests to handle large numbers of truck 
and bag lots of these seeds at certain inspection offices. Other routine work of 
the laboratory was continued as usual, and further progress was made in devising 
procedures designed to increase efficiency. 

Collaborative studies with other institutions include the usual services to 
plant breeders producing new varieties of bread wheat, durum wheat, and malting 
barley. A special project involved protein determinations on 590 hybrid lines 
from which the Department of Agriculture expects to produce an improved 
variety of sawfly-resistant wheat. The laboratory also co-operated with the 
Northwest Crop Improvement Association in a study of American varieties, and 
with the Northwest Line Elevator Association in the study of Australian varieties. 
Work on the effects of 2,4-D on cereals was undertaken in collaboration with 
the University of Manitoba. Baking tests were made as an aid in studies of 
the drying of gluten, and certain other studies were initiated, at the request of 
the National Research Council. The laboratory continues to serve as a source 
of technical information on cereals to a large number of individuals and institu¬ 
tions throughout Canada. 
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The proposed degrading of Red Bobs in 1951 required that information on 
which this decision was based be presented to farmers in Alberta. For this 
purpose, a visit was made to the Peace River area. With other members of 
the Board, the writer also attended meetings called by the Alberta Federation 
of Agriculture in Edmonton and Calgary, and a meeting of Alberta Wheat 
Pool delegates in Calgary. 

Research in the bread wheat section is centred mainly on examination of 
the part that interactions between proteins and carbohydrates may play in 
contributing to dough quality. This program originated from initial studies of 
the differences between Thatcher and Rescue wheats. A further study deals with 
the diffusion of gases through dough membranes, and special equipment for 
this investigation has been designed and constructed. In the durum laboratory, 
good progress has been made with studies of the kinetics of reactions responsible 
for the disappearance of colour from semolina during processing; and this has 
already led to increased understanding of certain differences between durum 
varieties. As an outgrowth of studies of nitrogen fractions in relation to wort 
quality, the malting section is now making a special study of viscosity in worts; 
one of the compounds principally responsible for increased viscosity has been 
partially isolated. The major investigation in the analytical section comprised 
a comparative study of ten electrical moisture meters, which has now been 
largely completed. The G.R.L. Meter, designed and constructed in the labora¬ 
tory, proved to be as accurate as any other dielectric type, but was surpassed 
by two meters employing the resistance principle. Additional work in this sec¬ 
tion relates to investigation of the protein contents of individual kernels of 
wheat; these studies have implications relating to both grading and plant 
breeding. 

During the year, the laboratory sent to the Board forty-three reports of 
which eleven were published. The published reports comprised four crop bulle¬ 
tins, two protein maps, and seven press releases, giving information on the 
quality of the 1948 crops of bread wheat, durum wheat, barley and flax. Twelve 
papers were published during the year or are now in press, and two additional 
papers are in course of preparation. 

During the summer of 1948, the staff attained its full quota for the first 
time since expansion was authorized in December, 1945. Two positions for 
Chemists Grade I were temporarily filled for five months; but a competition 
has now been held, and qualified persons can be appointed next spring. Messrs. 
Irvine and Cunningham are on leave of absence to complete post-graduate 
studies for the degree of Ph.D. Dr. Pavdl received the doctorate last June and 
returned to his position in July. 

A detailed report on the work of the Grain Research Laboratory is in 
preparation. In accordance with past practice, it is recommended that this 
report be published separately to put on record data on the quality of the more 
important Canadian grain crops and progress reports on laboratory investigations.
